State Dispensary Fond. 
Oklahoma City, 
March 
21.—The 
senate committee to investigate the 
old dispensary will 
also 
ascertain 
what amount of money is held by the 
state Enforcement Of fiver, and if the 
governor would authorize such a bill, 
will endeavor to put one through re­ 
quiring payment of the remaining dis­ 
pensary fund to the state treasurer. 
In the dispensary days not a dollar 
was ever made out of the venture. On 
the contrary all the receipts went for 
enforcement, including 
the 
$50,000 
capital for the dispensary appropriat­ 
ed by the First Legislature. When the 
dispensary was legislated out of ex­ 
istence Gov. Cruce named the late 
Bill Mc Le more of Ardmore as En­ 
forcement Officer. 
The 
legislature 
made no appropriation for the depart­ 
ment, but there was on hand a relic 
of the dispensary, Including a large 
amount of liquors. In the three months 
McLemore held the office he discharg­ 
ed about $12,000 cf dispensary and en­ 
forcement debts, and by selling li­ 
quors on hand and those seized fry 
him, accumulated in addition a cash 
fund of $15,000, which he turned over 
to the governor 
when 
leaving 
the 
state’s service. Since then W. J. Cau­ 
dill, state enforcement officer, succeed 
ing McLemore, has operated out of 
the fund and at bis last report show­ 
ed there was about $11,000 left. 
Ie regular session the legislature 
with few dissenting votes passed a 
bill abolishing the state enforcement 
officer’s position, with a view of leav­ 
ing enforcement to local officers.

Crwee The 
senate failed in two attempts to pass 
the measure over the governor’s ob­ 
jections. 
If the legislature can get oppor­ 
tunity to require payment of the old 
dispensary fund into the state treas­ 
ury, as expressed by Senator Thomas, 
it might accomplish indirectly what 
it failedio do directly, for without sal­ 
ary or fund upon which to work, Ii is 
assumed by senators that no public 
official would remain on the job
